S-R.O. 3 -E- — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, ISO 7 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Regulations, 1965, namely:— 

1, (1) These regulations may be called the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous 
Provisions) (Amendment) Regulations, 1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
gazette. 

2. In the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous Provisions) Regulations, 1985, in 
regulation 221, in sub-regulation (1) for the existing proviso, the following proviso 
shall be substituted, namely;- — 

“Provided that the provisions of this regulation may be relaxed by the 
Commanding Officer of the ship concerned, in the case of ships of the 
size of frigate and below and, with the special permission in writing of 
the senior naval officer present, in the case of other ships.”

N.R-O. 4-E-— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1937 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1064, published with the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 22E dated the 19th February, 1064, 
namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of 
Service and Miscellaneous (Second Amendment) Regulations, 1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
gazette. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regula- 
tions, 1964, in regulation 149, in clause (a) of sub-regulation 8, for the words and 
figure “plus fl days for preparation'^ the words “plus six days for preparation 
which may be availed of at any station Including the old duty station”, shall be 
substituted.
